WASHINGTON IP —Two Demo­ 
crats on the Senate Armed Serv­ 
ices Committee urged the admin­ 
istration today to reconsider sharp 
cutbacks in the Army in view of 
the tense Formosa crisis, 
Sen. Estes Kefauver (Tenn) and 
Sen John C. Stennis (Miss! said 
cutting the size of the Army would 
be unwise until the Formosa situa­ 
tion has been stabilized 
Chairman 
Richard 
B 
Russell 
(D-Ga) disclosed, meanwhile, that 
he has tentatively set next Monday 
for the start of closed-door hear­ 
ings by the Armed Services Com­ 
mittee on the overall defense pic­ 
ture. The emphasis Ru."."ell said, 
will 
be on 
the administration's 
manpower cutbacks which will re­ 
duce overall military strength to 
2.850.OOO men by mid-1956. 
The House committee already 
has held similar hearings. 
Key Democrats were predicting 
that at least some of the cutbacks 
will be restored by Congress, but 
as a practical matter they con­ 
ceded such congressional action 
would have little effect on deci­ 
sions of President Eisenhower. 
The President made it clear at 
his news conference Wednesday 
that he is sticking to the cutback 
in the Army, despite the objec­ 
tions of Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, 
Army chief of staff, that the man­ 
power reduction would “jeopardize 
U. S. security to a degree.” 
If the President is adamant, a 
constitutional impasse could result 
with Congress voting for a bigger 
military force, and the President 
refusing to carry out the congres­ 
sional will. While Congress is giv­ 
en the power under the Constitu­ 
tion “to raise and support armies,” 
it is the President, as the Com­ 
mander-In-Chief. who actually die 
tates the exact size and makeup of 
the military.

Full for January 
SPRINGFIELD OF — Checks to 
pay January state aid claims in 
full are in the mails to county 
school superintendents. 
State Auditor Orville E. Hodge 
Wednesday announced the mailing 
of checks totaling $6,324,700 for the 
month. 
Hodge said all claims for each 
month through the school year end­ 
ing June 30 will be paid IOO per 
cent, as a result of the Legisla­ 
ture’s passage of a $4,428,864 de­ 
ficiency appropriation. 
Because of a miscalculation two 
years ago, the state school funds 
fell short of requirements for the 
year ending next June 30.

While Mrs. Sutton was visiting 
in Gentryville, Ind., she was taken 
to the home of Josiah Crawford 
who figures in the familiar book 
story told about Lincoln. They also

sent with Allan Gentry, the son of 
Jam es Gentry, down the river on a 
flatboat 
to New 
Orleans. 
While 
there he saw a slave girl being 
sold in the market. 
This incident 
made a lasting impression on the 
young man 
Mrs. Sutton said that 
‘-he 
had an opportunity 
once in 
Evansville to talk with the son of 
Allan Gentry, 
also called 
Allan 
Gentry. 
He confirmed the story 
of this trip to New Orleans and the

It is often remarked that Lin­ 
coln grew up in the backwoods of 
Indiana, but Mrs. Sutton pointed 
out that many famous men came 
from that area—such as John Hay, 
Walter P. Gresham.

Believe Russia 
Concerned About 
War in Far East 


WASHINGTON (LH)—Diplomats 
saw increasing signs today that 
Moscow is truly worried about war 
erupting in the Far East. 
The Soviet Union was believed 
to he equal ly concerned about iis 
ability to restrain the Chinese Peds 
Some authorities feel the Peiping 
regime is talking and acting far 
too tough for the Russians. 
The diplomats based their analy­ 
ses on accumulating evidence under 
study here and in some of the otn- 
er free world capitals. 
However, these students of So 
viet relations conceded that it is 
entirely possible that the quick and 
determined reaction of the United 
States to Red Chinese probing at­ 
tacks in the Nationalist coastal is­ 
lands off Formosa caught both the 
Russians and the Chinese Red - oft 
guard. Events may have happened 
so quickly the two Communist pow­ 
ers were unable to mesh their poli­ 
cies or plans. 
By the time the Russians and the 
Chinese realized they, had touched 
a tender spot. President Eisenhow­ 
er had asked Congress for author! 
tv to defend Formosa and the Pos 
©adores as well as related areas. 
Evidence that Moscow is worried 
comes, in part. from Soviet For­ 
eign Minister Molotov’s exceeding­ 
ly quick reaction to British s igges- 
tions that the Soviets curb Red 
China lest the Far Eastern .situa­ 
tion get out of hand. 
The Soviets are believed to be 
apprehensive. lest a war break oil 
in the Formosa area or aion ; the 
coast of China and then spread 
deep into China and perhaps even 
to Soviet territory 
A big war would seriously dam­ 
age Soviet and Chinese Communist 
efforts to build up their industrial 
capacity 
This is the main aim of 
present Communist economic plans

Defense Secretary Chas. 
E. Wilson said the draft is th** only 
way the country could maintain a 
scheduled 
2,850.000 - man 
armed 
force. 
The 
committee 
approved 
two 
amendments to the present law: 
1. Any man who has served six 
months or more since Sept. 16, 
1940. is not liable for induction 
except after declaration of war or 
a national emergency. This to aim­ 
ed at preventing the re-drafting of 
men who have served previously, 
som etim es alm ost three years. 
An 
estimated 144.000 men previously 
had been drafted twice. 
2. 
Men who join the National 
Guard before thev are 18 1-2 and 
stay in the guard until they are 
26 will be exempt from the draft. 
Under present law they must stay 
in the guard until they are 35 to 
be exempt. 
The draft requires every male 
to register for the draft by his 
18th birthday* 
He is liable for in­ 
duction at 18 12. but local draft 
boards are directed to draft no one 
under 19 if older, eligible men are 
available. 
The draft requires tw*o y**ars ac­ 
tive dutv followed by six years in 
a reserve status. 
A man, unless 
exempt, is liable for induction un­ 
til he is 35 years old. 
The draft 
extension approved today also ex­ 
tends dependency allowances for 
draftees 
Committee C hairman Carl Vin­ 
son (D-Ga) meanwhile, ordered ex­ 
tensive hearings on the problem of 
deferring from the draft scientists 
needed to help this country keep 
ahead in the race for scientific su­ 
periority. 
Flan Presidential Board 
Vinson directed a subcommittee 
headed by Rep Paul J. Kilday (D- 
Tex) to look further into a plan 
of Rep. Carl Hinshaw (R-Calif) to 
create a special presidential board 
to select the most promising young 
Scientists from those eligible for 
the draft and to grant them exemp­ 
tion from draft service. 
Men could apply within 30 days 
after induction for an exemption to 
become scientists. The board would 
release qualified applicants before 
90 days, and they would be exempt 
from further military duty as long 
as they pursued proper scientific 
studies or work.

Area Counties 
Show Increase in 
Enrollment at SIU 
CARBONDALE, 111 OF—Sixty-one 
of Illinois’ 102 counties have more 
than doubled 
their numbers of 
Southern 
Illinois university stu­ 
dents since 1939 while only eight 
have fewer students at SIU. 
The figures are in enrollment 
statistics which cover SIU enroll­ 
ment during every fall term since 
1989 by counties and other states. 
None of the eight counties having 
fewer enrollees than 15 years ago 
are in southern Illinois and the 
drops represent a total decrease 
of only 15 students. 
All of Illinois’ southern 33 coun­ 
ties increased their contribution to 
SIU enrollment and 17 of these 
more than doubled their 1939 num­ 
ber. 
The greatest student increase by 
percentage came from Montgom­ 
ery county which had two SIU 
students in 1939 and 78 last fall 
The biggest increase in number is 
from Jackson county, where the 
university is located. Jackson had 
372 students at Southern in 1939 
and 645 in 1954 
Neighboring Williamson county 
rates next with an increase from 
217 to 442 students in the same 
period. 
in the 1954 fall term. the bulk of 
SIU’s out-of-state enrollment came 
from Missouri (102), Indiana (19), 
and Kentucky (6). 
At the same 
time, 135 students came from Cook 
county.

Some papers of course played up 
the fact that the old soldier was! 
against the United Nations and col­ 
lective security; sn that the public 
may have missed the way he em­ 
phasized the idea that war would 
be the end of civilization and that 
the only 
remedy was people-to- 
people friendship. 
I certainly agree with him about 
neonle-to-people 
friendship. 
It’s 
something 
I've been 
harping on 
for a h«ng time. 
But I think he 
underrates the United Nations and; 
collective security. If you’re going 
to have police states upsetting the; 
neace of the world, you have to. 
have police action 
to stop them, J 
And I would like to call attention 
to two things that are working! 
reasonably well today in either 
blocking war or making the world 
a better place to live in. 
PAN AMERICAN POLICE 
One of them is pure collective; 
security; namely, the way the Pan 
American nations have been pull-; 
ing 
together in police 
action to 
promote peace. 
The other is the way certain re­ 
ligious and private groups have 
been working among other people 
‘ 
" ’•omnte friendship. 
While we are skating perilously; 
"ear the brink of war in the Farj 
East; 
and 
while 
Germany and 
Uranic are still haggling over co-, 
operation for the mutual defense’ 
of 
Europe, the 
Pan 
American! 
countries grabbed hold of an en-J 
ereetie young war in Costa Rica,; 
nulled out its tail feathers, clipped 
its 
wings and 
dumped 
it back; 
where it belonged inside Nicara­ 
gua. 
Thev acted as the cops of the 
Western Hemisphere. 
It took some fast and forthright! 
work to get this done. Several; 
times they worked a good part of 
the night 
Some members sat the; 
entire night getting ready to take 
off on a rush, intervention airplane 
to Central America. 
If 
they 
had delayed, 
if they; 
hadn’t been willing to meet nights1 
and Sundays in the interest of 


peace, if they hadn’t had the wise 
leadership 
of Carlos 
Davila 
of 


I Chile, the distinguished Jose Mora 
of Uruguay, the veteran Hector 
Castro of El Salvador, and many 
others, there might be bloody war 
elsewhere in Latin America. 
Be­ 
cause other nations were watching, 
waiting to see what happened. 
The Pan American Union was 
not always this way. There was a 
time, 20 years ago, when it was a 
namby-pamby 
organization 
that 
featured 
colored cockatoos in its 
patio and distributed stereopticon 
slides to women’s clubs. 
But 
it 
has become more powerful and 
more pacific, until today there has 
not been a real war in Latin Amer­ 
ica for 20 years. Few other parts 
of the world have such a record. 
This is something worth bragging 
about. 
This is real collective se­ 
curity. 
The Pan American Union oper­ 
ates on a high diplomatic level. 
Operating much lower, right down 
among the peasants and peons, are 
certain religious groups which are 
doing a wonderful job of winning 
friends and Dromoting peace. In Bo­ 
livia last fall I saw how the Catho­ 
lic Mary knoll Fathers, the Metho­ 
dists, 
got out and 
worked with 
their fellow men. 
QUAKER WORK CAMPS 
And I hope I may be excused if 
I now call attention to what an­ 
other religious group, 
the Quak­ 
ers, are doing in Mexico and 
El 
Salvador. 
I may be prejudiced 
because I am a member of that 
faith. 
The Quakers have been conduct­ 
ing work camps in both Mexico 
and El Salvador, a system under 
which a group of young men and 
women volunteer to work all sum­ 
mer without pay, eating the local 
beans and potatoes, 
sleeping 
in 
mud huts as do the natives, in or­ 
der to get to know the people and 
help them build some particular 
community project. 
Near 
Vera 
Cruz, for instance, 
♦he 
Quaker work 
camps helped 
pipe water into the village of Sara- 
gosa. This village had been there 
perhaps a hundred years, but had 
no water system. Water had to be 
carried in earthen jars on women’s 
heads. So the Americans, digging 
ditches, swinging a pick alongside 
Mexicans, laid a ditch and a pipe 
from the spring through rock some 
distance away to the plaza of the 
village. 
Now for the first time in history 
water flows in the public square. 
The 20 Quakers who helped build 
this primitive water system could­ 
n’t quite finish it last summer. So 
some gave up their school last fall 
and stayed in Mexico until they got 
the job done. They were not paid. 
They even paid for their own food. 
Their idea was that if you give a 
little of your life it comes back to 
you. 
This little act of friendship near 
a city where women were killed by 
American warships firing on the 
«•trouts of Vera Cruz in 1914 has 
materially 
changed 
the 
opinion 
which 
Mexicans have of Ameri-, 
cans. 
Possibly it has made a greater’ 
change than the work of the Point 
Four program or foreign aid—im­ 
portant as they are. 
Perhaps if; 
these government 
agencies oper­ 
ated with the same personal touch 
as the Quakers, the Maryknoll 
Fathers, or the Mormons; or if 
some of the religious groups had a 
small fraction of the 
money to 


spend as the government agencies, 
we 
might 
have 
more 
friends 
abroad. 
Anyway, this is one concrete way 
of implementing the glowing anti­ 
war words of General MacArthur.

The plan has made headline 
news, with a storm of controversy 
blowing up in Congress. Residents 
of the TVA area and many Demo­ 
crats heartily denounce the pro­ 
posal, while most Republicans con­ 
tend it will save the government 
and the taxpayers money. 
In West Memphis, just across 
the Mississippi River from here, 
they’re not even waiting for a final 
decision. 
Multi-million dollar commercial 
and residential plans have been 
announced, the city wants to ex­ 
pand and annex nearby Hulbert, 
Ark., and civic leaders talk rosily 
of what the plant will do for the 
East Arkansas area. 
Head Two Firms 
Annd behind it all are two men, 
virtually unknown to the general 
public until they put their names 
together. Dixon-Yates is a combi­ 
nation of the last names of Edgar 
H. Dixon and Eugene A. Yates. 
Dixon is president of Middle 
South Utilities; Yates ic chairman 
of the board of the Southern Com­ 
pany. 
Those two firms control a 
total of eight private power com­ 
panies in the South. 
The Dixon-Yates combined name 
is used to describe the proposal by 
Middle 
South 
and the Southern 
Company to build a power plant 
under contract to the AEC. 
Dixon just turned 50 in Decem­ 
ber. He’s been a top power official 
for IO years, and his story could 
be called a typical American suc­ 
cess story. He never went to col­ 
lege, but he’s risen from a $75-a- 
month junior clerk to a $75,000-a- 
year president. 
The first job Dixon had was with 
Electric 
Bond and 
Share Co. of 
New’ York. He did a little bit of 
everything, from sweeping out the 
office on up. He moved ahead fast. 
Tn 1935, he became secretary and 
treasurer of Electric Rower and 
Light Corp., and nine years later 
was president of the firm. 
When Middle South Utilities was 
formed 
in 
1944, 
Dixon became 
president, a job he still holds.

Dixon is a chubby man, with a 
receding hair line. An athlete in

112.100.000.000 rubles, an increase 
of 11,800.000.000 over 1954. 
The 
ruble 
has 
no established 
rate of exchange with the U. S. 
dollar but its nominal value of 25 
cent- would indicate a Soviet arm s 
budget of $28,250,000,000 and an 
increase of $2,950,000,000 over 1954. 
Zverev made 
his budget state­ 
ment to the opening session of the 
two houses. 
The lower house of the Supreme 
Soviet convened earlier and adopt­ 
ed a three-point 
agenda that in­ 
cluded 
a report 
on international 
affairs and the foreign policy of 
the Soviet Union. 
The three-point 
program called 
for: 
1. 
Consideration 
of 
the 
1955 
budget 
and examination 
and ap­ 
proval of implementation 
of the 
1953 budget. 
2. 
A report on the international 
situation and foreign policy of the 
Soviet Union. 
3. 
Approval of decrees by the 
Presidium of the Supreme Soviet, 
since 
the last 
session in 
April, 
1954. 
Diplomatic observers in London 
attached special significance to the 
early Supreme Soviet meeting. 
It 
usually meets in April or May 
to 
consider the budget and there was 
speculation some new diplomatic 
offensive against G erm an rea rm a ­ 
ment may be unveiled.
